GEORGE WASHINGTON 


This Govemirjtnr, chc olTsprinj; of ouf own choice* uninlliicticeJ and unawcJ^ 
aJopK'd full tnvcsElgAtion and mamre dclEberjiucjn* uoiUpktdy free in Its principles, 
in die distribuEioitof its powers* uniting security wkh energy, and containing wUliln itsdf a 
provision for its own amendtuent, has a just claim to your confidence and your sup[XJrL 
Resj’sca for its nvithurity, compliance wldi its laws, acquiescence in its measures, are dudes 
enjoined by the fundamental maxims of true liberty. Tlit basis of our I'Kilitical systems 
is the right of the [H-ople to make and to alcer rhcir Constiiudou uf Government; but 
die ConsEitvition vvhidi at any time exists, till changed by an explicit and authentic act 
uf die whole people, is sacredly obligatory upon all. Tlic very Idea of the pow-er and 
the right of the [x,‘Ople to establish government presupposes the duty of every individual 
to obey the established government. 

It is substantially true that virtue or morality ts a necessary spring uf pi.jp ubi 
government. 'Hie rule, indeed, extends with more or less force to every species of free 
government. \\du>, that is a sincere friend to it, can Itnik with indiffcfence upon attempts 
CO si lake the fuuiuiaiion uf die fabric? Promote dicn, as an objtci of primary^ im|K>rcancc, 
insiitucions for die general diffusion of knowledge. In propiirtion as the structure of a 
government gives force to public ojnnion, it is essenrial char public opinion sliould be 
enlightened, 

Observe giHid faith and justice toward all nations; cultivate peace and liarmony 
w'ith alL Religu>n and morality* enjoin this conduct; and can it be that good policy docs 
not equally enjoin if? It ivill be wmrihy of a free, enlightened* and, at no distant period, 
a great nation to give to mankind the magnanimous and coo novel example of a jx.'tiple 
alwaj's gui Jed by an exalted justice and benevolence.

achievement and in addition suh- 
siantial aitl lias Imsui ^iven to our 
allies, to hel[> strenyrthmi the free 
world. And Hie dfiint t'lminiinee 
may' well point with pride to the 
faet tlial this lias all In'cn flone 
without any* severe strain upon the 
civil ian economy*. 

That is what has been done

Harry S. Truman was born ^lay 
S, 18S4 at tjamar, i\lissouri, a 
small town in the Ozarks. lie is of 
8eotcdi-Trish descent, tlic son of 


dohn AmleiNon Truman and Mar^ 
tha Ellen V<iung, 

Tlie *‘S" in Harry S. Triumui 
does not actually stand for a name. 
X'ot wishing to offend cither his 
tdraiidfatlier Siiippe or his trrand- 
fatlier Solomon, fiis ]>ar<‘nts used 
merely the simfde initial as 

a emu promise. 

The futim* President grew nji 
and workecl for the nuist part on 
the family farm a few miles out- 
si<le of Inik']iemJenef% ^ns.smiri. 
He met Hie woman who was to be 
his wife, Bess Wallace, in Sunday 
School when slie was five years old 
and said he fell in love with her 
on that day and never loved an>v 
one els(^ 

Harry Tinman fiinshed high 
Kcliool, 1ml his family was Ukj ]ioor 
to give him a college eduentiom in 
spile of tlie fact that he was an ex- 
cellent student. Poor eyesight pre- 
vented ilarr>‘ Tniman ’s active 
participation in games and s]X)rts 
as a ehild, and so lie s]>ent luosl

There arc wistloni, stability and long veal's of ex- 
perience, among (Olier things, which are the AFL"s 
stock in trade. Tfi this, the FlO can add great talent, 
aggressiveness, and ability to organize. Tog<*ther, 
tsmihining tlieir ^-tTorts ami talents, tltey spell a new 
day of oiijHUi unity for millrtnis of unorganized wlio 
can l»e Imniglit the lH>nefits of organizat ion* 

And to lliosi* already organized, a united labor 
front spells new liargatning strength with manage- 
iiienL and the innst si'eiirity that working men and 
women have yet known, 

Tlie Xatioiial Association of !\lnmifaet urers, Cham- 
}>ers of (Vmimcree, ami otlier orgaiiiztitions of big 
business, arc already attacking tlie joint plan for 
unions and aiiempting to liloek the merger.

Meany mid Beuthc*i\ hacked by the offieers of their 
resiKvtive g roll [is, imole I Ids point crystal clear in 
their Tiinty coiumiltee stalement : 

'*Jt is mtr belief that a united labor movement will 


be aide to devote the talent and .strength of our trade 
unions to grealcr service to the people of the I njled 
States. 

"’\\V pledge that, as unity develops* labor in Anicr- 
ica will place itself at the service of the Anicrican 
pul>He: and will, by its rcHponsibility and sense of 
dedication lo our deumci’atic ideals, help build a bet- 
ter nation and a stronger fret' woijd.*’ 

Ves, there are inany implications for our country 
in a unified Inlaii^ movcnient* For one thing, the po- 
litical voice of lalwir uiiioiis will be stronger. But or- 
ganized labor is not interested in creating a third 
paHy or dmiiinating polities* It is iiitei'ested only in 
'living that the laisie |uir[iose for which lalwir unions 
wen* emited in the firnt place. Is earrictl out— that 
working men and women and their faniilies* get iini 
sj>iK*ial eonsiilcratiou, Imt fair trcatniem from our 
liovenimcnt, from emplt^yers, from the public. And 
they in turn, back ih<^ pledges of their lalKir leadei's, 
to continue to 1 r> fair with ftovemment and employ- 
ei-s, and the piihlie they serve* 

(bie more ciinsidcratioii. What does this merger 
mean lo iis as Fleet rieal Workers.’ We assure our 
pwplc licri' and now that wc are 100 percent liehind 
lids pliiti. We will continue to tmvteet and stuwtce 
all workci*s now united under our IBFW cnibleiii — 
but we arc luip)>y to join the rin electrical workei’s 
iti Itringing idl nnorgaidzed eleetrical workci*s who 
so sorely need union liel|r under a union banner. 
That day, last week in Florida, when sincere imui 
signed an agreement and made n promise, was a great 
ibiy for lalmr— and there are great and g<)od days 
alicad.

I be States. He recognized the op- 
portunity for eolleetiiig and pre- 
scr\’iiig this gn^at grist of patho- 
logical material and makiug it 
availalfh' for study. Henoral Ham- 
iiioud had s<^eii armies staffisl by 
doctoi-H who had never even seen 
the diseases and wounds they were 
called upon to treat. Thei^efore, 
from the Surgeon Ueneraf's Office 
on May 21, 1862, the following di- 
rective was issued ;

I^-ndy, it’s easy to make goml colFce if you fitihnv cei*tain rules and 
never deviate from them: Voii liiive to use enough cotTecs use scrupu* 
lously clean utensils and the ]iroper-sized griiul for your coffeemaker. 

Coffee experts say that to make a cup of coffee that provhhrs the 
maximum flavor^ armna and shenglh, two level measuring tahl(\spoon.s, 
or one ColTee Urewing InsUtule standard colfee measure, providi*s the 
proper anioiint of freKh c^dfee. 

If individual tastes prefer weaker coffee, it should be made by using 
less coffee, not by mlding water to properly hit? wed coffee. By the same 
tokem never try to make cofTee sfixinger by extended pemdation or by 
pouring the water over the grounds a sc*cond time. 

Here are the rules for each preparation method as they have been

True, France was 
doing a little axe grinding of its own 
by helping u.s hut so lm> must we 
help others and thereby help our- 
selves. 

Knowing the.se things, we wonder 


wliy there are so many big nieii of 
industry and big busine.ss that do n*d 
s^'cm to boiu’fit by post experience 
and realize that if they wish to pms- 
per them.selves and to .see the nation 
pnisper, then I hey must do their part 
to provide good pay am! working 
eomlitions for the working peoiile 
that are llu* foundation of all pros- 
perity. We have In mind the rvirore 
amused as a result of a speech made 
by Secretary of Labor James \\ Mit- 
chell at the r.LO. convention. In this 
sptH*ch, as many of you will remeni- 
her, he siiid he was against ”Right- 
to-Woik*^ law.*^ of the individual 
states and that the Taft-Hartley law 
which permits the union shop and is 
a Pedenil law .^houk) take pri^cedence 
over the .^tate laws which prohibit 
labor to organize.

You must admit that that 
statement is a slick way of grtling 
out from under, but doesn't fit in 
With somcf of the promi.sc.s mgarding 
the Tufl'IlurUey Law that the then 
Gen. Eisenhower made when ha was 
campaigning for the prcBidency. 

Next Henry G. REter :ird, newly 
eli‘cteti presUb nt of the Nat. Assoc, 
of Manufacturer.^, sounds off to the 
effect that inilustiy oppfises, we ni>w 
quote the fiewsp.'iper quotes, *HVo- 
posals to take away from the states 
their power to prohibit compulsory 
unionism.” M is easy for us ti> un- 
derstand why the N.A.M. should feel 
that way. If is much cosier to bring 
pres.su IV to bear rm state legislators, 
especially of agricultural states, than 
on i>ur Congressmen and Senators in 
Washington many of whom come 
from influstrial states where labor 
cun make itself heard. Thc*y htdieve 
that if they can whittle away ono 
state at a time that it won’t be too 
long hf'forc they will have nullified 
the few puny righLs the Taft-Tf artley 
1.41W grants and they can then do as 
they please. By harping on the 
vasion of stales rights’’ thenxe they 
arouse I'e.sentment against the Fed- 
eral novernment. The .stiunge part 
is that these "States Righlers" do 
not hesitate to call on the Federal 
fbnvrtimetit for all sorts of aid from 
good mads to floorl control. nemt*m- 
her we all pay taxes to the Federal 
Government and that anything IT 
does WE pay for and it is thi.s 
writer’s belief that there are some 
things that the Federal Goveinmcnt 
can do b^dter than the individual 
states and that is to pass and admin- 
i.rtcr uniform national labor laws.

chinists and Father J. F. Cronin, as- 
sistant director of the National Cath- 
oik Welfare ConfciTncids S*wial Ac- 
tion Depart inent and others, tiointed 
out with their Church's approval, that 
such legislation destroys “Man's light 
to form free associations for legit i- 
mule imds, u imlural right that no 
government, nmy lake away, and that 
a government that cdTeclively denies 
labor's right lo organise could just as 
readily deny the right of ptsaceful as- 
sembly or of free rfdigious worship," 

'Phy right lo work is raiidy vmeon- 
ditnmal. The mily t|ueation is svhether 
or not the conditions are reasonable 
and in the public inttu'est. The Na- 
tional Blanning .Association's study 
of the causes of industrial peace 
fa\'ors union sbo]> and honest em- 
ployer-union participation. They state 
that the argument against compulsory 
unionism staling that it violates 
workers rights, would conic with bel- 
ter grace if its proponents were work- 
ers rather than employ<M* groups, 
which fact alone should aiouse sus- 
jjicion and ifidicnte that the rfud 
irudive behind such legislation is op- 
position to “Unions as such.” 

Thus union contracts are called an 
i! legal cons pi nicy, and govc!rnment 
becomes the monkey wrench in the 
hands of enemies of labor. The sad 
result will he, as in the past, the 
lowering of wages and loss of security 
in employment which we can he sure 
press and commentators will never 
call to the puidic's attention.

Take a ^ood 
walk, 1)0 sure you are far enoui^h 
away from camp to bo alone. Sit 
fiow^ii ami let rtatus c take you in handj 
there's an aw'e-itispirinjr reaction 
when out In the jiTeat above. Yon 
feel tiny and rnsig^nificant^ and you 
roally are. You will find the solitude 
inspii'es introspect ami retrospect and 
the conscience always registers our 
mistakes and our faults, That^s where 
a fishing trif>'s value really iiays oiT,

through the adaptor shown in photo- 
graph. Two men can run as much as 
15,000 feet of cable in a single day 
wdth this method. Though sometimes 
the little pu radiate "drags its heels" 
near the end of a run, a little coach- 
ing from the other erul will see it 
thimigh. Anyhow it beats pumping 
on the end of a fish tape. 

Many city codes now require that 
street lighting be installed on all new 
housing tracts. This has stimulated 
business for those contractors such 
as Harry F, Brew'd' Electric, who 
special be in this work* Harry Brew’- 
er (Long Beach, California) does 
about 00 per cent of this work in our 
aix'a. 

On old residential streets the con- 
duit is installed by drilling it down 
the euibings and unde]' the pave- 
ments* Thi*s is not a new method we 
know% but it is surpri*sing how many 
contractors still do it the old %vay 
by ‘‘jacking." In <l rilling, an air 
motoi- is use<l to rotate the comluit, 
while a alreain of water is forcetl 
down through the pipe* The water 
serves to keep the drill (fin) free of 
debris and at tlie same time washes 
the dirt asi<lo. A second photograph 
shows Lee Ut/* and Al Hendiicks 
running the drill. Pilot holes are dug 
at intervals of 21) feet in ordei' to 
steer the conduit along Its ]iatli. But 
even with these modern methods, 
street lighting is still hard work* And 



as Charlie Can ull ]iuts it, "Old street 
lighters ne%^er die; they just burn 
out."

In case anyone would like a look at 
the “Traffic** I'ep resent a live on the 
committee here is another photo taken 
in Death Valley (near Bishop) of 
Janet on the way home from an 
assignment well done. l.ocal in 
its negotiations \vith th*- California 
Electric Pow’er Company has con- 
centrated its efforts on improvements 
in fringe items this year. After fi%*e 
days of negotiations the company 
made an offer on iiiiprovements which 
was taken Viack to the membei'ship 
and accepted to lM?come i effective De- 
cember 1, 11)54. 

The company agrees to pay ap- 
proximately 8tJ percent the cost of 
C.F.S. hospital, medicaU and surgical 
cov*erage for its en^ployes, plus an 
additional payment of $3,75 per 
month on $1 11,000. no of group insur- 
ance. These tw^o benefits will now 
cost the employe $3,25 per month and 
he will have $7.40 |H*r month take- 
home pay adde<l to his monthly salary, 
(slightly les.s on enU?ring level jobs.) 
Accident insurance coverage will lie 
increast^d to provide for payment of 
75 percent of the employes' noimal 
salary for a period of three years in 
the event of an Industrial accident 
resulting in inability to w'ork for that 
length of time. Im]>rovements were 
also made in disability time off with 
full pay when the employe is unable 
to work for reasons other than in- 
dustrial accident. 

Value of the Improvements in 
fringe benefits is estimated to lie in 
excess of six cents per hour and other 
minor gains w'ere also made. The 
contract has an annual reoimning 
provision foi‘ amendments. 


Negotiations with the Telcphonr 
Comimny have resulted in mme im* 
provenwnts in fringe benefits and an 
increase in wages applied to Iho toji 
wage scales. The California Inter* 
state Telephone Company Is n new' 
telephone company that w'as formerly 
owned by the California Electric 
Power Company, Now that they an? 
operating as a .separate company wi- 
found it necessary to make some ad- 
justments in wage pi^gression but 
did retain our former stalling rate 
of $l.Sl*it (ler hour. The telephone 
lineman reaches $2.38 cents per 
hour in a four-year apprenticeship 
and then gets $2,43 per hour at t hi- 
end of another tw*o years. Central 
office men start as apprentices al 
ll.SPa cents and reach $2,4fi*i cents 
at the end of fimr yeara and go ti> 
$2.*5f1 per hour at the end of an ad- 
ditional two years. 

The tiew schedule for telephone 
opera toi's will provide for a six-year 
progression and they will start at 
$L12 per hour, reach $L,52 per hour 
in 48 months and $1.57 f>er hour in 
72 months. Telephone Operators w*ill 
)>e pairl at i1ie double time rate for 
Tvork on Easter and Mother's Day if 
they are overiime days. 

Local 543 was chartered as a new 
local union, August 11th, 1U54 uml we 
are all pleaserl that W'c have b«»en 
able to establish our officer pay all 
our ex)>etises including negotiations 
with two companies, and come out 
with some money left over in our 
general fund. Our income has been 
from dues only and our dues are 
$1,00 to $3,(81 per month plus the 
per catuta tax,

was just a small western town of 
20,000 population, and Orphan Annie 
was a baby. (Wl- are all pleased that 
our city grew much faster than An- 
nie. ) 

A small group of Electrical Work- 
ers formed some kind of an organiza- 
tion, U is not known if they ever had 
a charter or not. From the kn*jwledge 
gi%'cn to me by Brothers Hichard Sny^ 
der and 0. C. Johnson, conditions in 
those early years were plenty rough. 
There were four contractors who eni- 
ploynd men, mo.stly at knob and tube 
work: Vinson Brothers Electric, New 
State Electi'ic, Roberts Electric and 
Thoma Electric. In 1920, these con* 
tractors broke up by what was called 
’’The American Pian.” This small 
struggling group were beaten into 
submission. .A short time after this, 
A biiiiding trades strike came about 
which ran on for some time until some 


hot heads made 
ring the 

the old City Hall for Freedom, 
run the strikers out of town and de* 
poit them similar to the Bisbee riot. 
When the time came for action on 
this plan, the law oflftcers put a stop 
to it and peace again made its ap- 
pearance. But it is hard to keep a 
beaten man contented, so a few years 
later in 1921, seeing other trades get* 
ting more money, working 44 hours a 
week to their 48, some 15 men made 
arrangements with President Noonan 
of the LB.E.W. to get a charter. After 
this planning committee completed 
the necessary procedure, the gi*eat 
day came on January 19, 1925.

doubt in our minds thut we have miide 
trains in impjovinRT <air conditions. 
However, we ail aKToe that there is 
still much room for improvement. To 
paiuphrase an old pioverii: The tree 
r>f virtue did not K'tow to hear the 
fniit of nourishment until our fore- 
fathers had planted the seeds which 
had to ^row into the jrreat trade un- 
ions as they are known Unlay. 

There is a question which has <?iven 
tm much concern. 1 am refe iring to 
the signed agreement as of August 21, 
by our chief executives and the 
carriers for fringe benctUs. These 
long drawn-out negotiations exhausted 
our patience. 

Much evidence and argumenl were 
submitted on pattem relationships hi 
wages ami fringe benefits among va- 
rious groups of nhlivind employes. Tn 
genornJ the carriers have' stmght to 
f'stal>lish that anyth i tig provided for 
one number of employes must sooner 
or later, and usualiy sooner, be pro- 
vided for all. 

The carriers have coupled this con- 
cept with the agreement that the ap- 
jH'opriale pattern for a setllement of 
I he current controversy, has been es- 
tablished by the particular package 
referred to as the “Pattern Settle- 
ment.'* 

This so-called “Pattern Heltlement" 
was wrapped up and given to us by 
the Kmcrgency Hoard appointed by 
Presidimt Eisenhower. On December 
28, lllo8, said boani reported to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower its fui dings. 

This mass of t note rial piesented to 
this Emergency Board by the carriers 
was on economic subjects such as 
competition facing the laiilroad indus- 
try, including rates, charges for serv- 
ices provided by the railroad em- 
ployes and for employes in other in- 
dusiries. The caniei^: painted a 

picture of gloom in their report to the 
boa 111. There is no neial to minimize 
I he fact. The Emergency Hoard spent 
considerable time and effort in their 
sumniulion in leaning Iowa i d the car- 
riers to uphohl their plight. 

Our chief executive sought to min- 
imise the existence of any substantial 
pat tell I relationship in settlement 
among railroad empliiyes, accusing the 
carriers of torturing the’ statistics in 
an elTort to demonstrate such rehition- 
ships. 

This filibustering on the part of the 
carriers in an effort to delay a act t le- 
nient was very obvious and seemed to 
ha VC had some success in more ways 
than one. For cxaniide, it lasted for 
over a year, draining the treasury of 
the railway labor organiKiitimis to a 
dangerous point, which no doubt will 
.surely have to be built up again. 

This must not happen again. It is 
to be hoped that the heads of the re- 
spective organizations have given this 
di'laying lactic consideridile thought, 

Theiv is one way we can put an 
end to this delay in negotiations— an 


amemlmenl to the Railway Labor Act. 
This IS long overdue. We must 
.streamline* any future? negotiationg 
with the carriers by a time limit. 
When we have to enter into negotia- 
tions a date should be established 
whereby, pending final rlispositioii, say 
for increases in wages or any other 
matter which has been presented to 
the carriers, any final settlement 
won hi be retroaclivc fi-om the date as 
submitted to said carrier. In my 
udgment Ibis would make it more 
cgal and binding. Hy virtue of an 
iimendnic?nt to the Railway Labor ^Act 
our inLcrcst would he safeguarded. 

The fiexlbilily of the Railway La- 
bor ,Act tends to destroy the (effective- 
ness of a stnkc ballot. In the early 
stages of negotiations with the car- 
riers for our demamis in fringe bene- 
fUs, wi\ the committee, at the respect- 
ive points, circulated the strike ballots 
urging our members in exercise their 
rerogative and, of course, we all 
now the result. In so doing we were 
under the impression by returning a 
big strike ballot in favor of our de- 
mands, it would tend to speed up ne- 
gotiations, but it did not have much 
olTect rm the carriers whatsoever. 
They just carried on their psychologi- 
cal warfare for over one long year. 
Surely we have learrietl oiir lesson this 
time. Xot only so, but after signing 
the agreement as of August 21, lbo4, 
some of those who signed are still 
holding out kicking it ai‘ound from 
court to court. That signing of an 
agreemt?nt doesiTl .neem to be worth 
the paper it is written on. 

To draw this to a conclusion, if ever 
there was an urgent need to act, it is 
now. Members of all locals on the 
railroads, sharpen your pencils. Form 
your committees. Write your Con- 
gressmen and Senators with rrsolu- 
f ions to amend the Railway Labor Act. 
Li-t them know that you are sick and 
tired of being pushed ajouml. L;mt 
nf idl, donR forget to .^cmi copies of 
your resolutions to nur grand chief, 
hi this manner we will have registered 
our jirotest against the sy,stematic 
stalling of die carriers. You can rest 
assured the members of Local 7b4 will 
do their part to help bring about a 
more efheient method in speciling up 
future negt^tiation.s* 

Considerabb' gains have bi'en made 
in respect to thi* bemdlts provided by 
the Railroad KetirenieiU and Railroad 
Unemploymeiil Insurance .Acts. 

No doubt through the Railway La- 
bor ExcciiUves Association they have 
been wiuking on a program for more 
libt.i abzation of i‘eti rumen t benefit.^ 
for nur members. Wo must continue 
this progre.ss. fie Li remen t annuities 
are still inadequate to meet the cost 
of living today. Our members in Lo- 
cal 7‘.M are giving this matter con- 
siderable thought and study ami are 
working towards amendments that 
will make our retlnmient mori* secure.

Problems Faced by 
Kitchener Local 804 

L, r. H<M. KITCHKNK1!. U XT.— Now 

that the holiday se-ason is over, and 
we arc well into the month of Febru- 
ary, we must return our elTorts ami 
thoughts to the more serious side of 
life in Local 804 and throughout our 
Hrotberhood. We in 8*14, and possibly 
otbei^ inside locals, luivc two main 
jiroblems to solve. One of these is 
nur njien-shop agreement and Die 
other the elimination of tlie ‘*Ht4p- 
ers** classification* 

These problems cannot be solved 
wilhaut the full organized effort of 
evmy meml>er, ami laTore a member 
can taki? any solvent action he must 
!ie acquainted with the | no Id cm, Let^s 
consider it. 

First, what is ii close<F and what 
is an open-shop agreement? Our em- 
ployers have always maintained that 
the dosed shop would be an act 
against the democratic way of life, 
that it would not allow every Cana- 
dian an opportunity to freely work 
at the electrical trade. Take off this 
cloak of so-called flemocmcy and this 
IS the type of dt?mocracy we find. In 
i'eality the open shofi only means the 
open cioor through which the union 
man goes out, and the non-union man 
takes his place. The emjdoyer natu- 
rally discharges thosi* who have been 
most active in lh«* union, by agitating 
for bigher wages and shorter hours. 

There is no st!cuiity for a iinkm 
man in an open simp. He realizes 
that if be does become aclive am! im- 
pi'ove conditions, that in all proViabil- 
ity be is only fighting for the non- 
union man, who can come in the o[ien 
door and take over his benefits as if 
be were justly entitled to them. 
Brothers, closed-shop agieemcnts are 
in force in most other local unions, 
ami with your support it can be ob- 
taincfl in ours. 

Secondly our problem of electri- 
cians* helpers is another condition 
our employers have falherefl. They 
bu%m maintained for two reasons that 
“helpers** should la* allowed to work 
at the trade. Flrsl H allows them to 
i^xeet'tl the Government apprentice- 
ship ratio of one apprentice to every 
tliif’c joiinieyrnen, and secondly it al- 
lows those who are over the appren- 
ticeship age to learn a trade. Now 
|ot*s remove the cloak from Ihefie 
arguments and examine them closely* 
The Appirenticeship Act was designed 
to train young mmi tfi become quali- 
fn^d journeymen^ by giving them the 
training of three jfnirneynien on the 
job, [ilus attending a Government 
school for theoretical training. This 
act in theory was designed to supply 
suflicitmt tradesmen and it ceitaiidy 
cannot la* condemned in our jurisdic- 
tion until gi%’cn a fair trial. We 
salute L, IL 773 In Windsor and its 
ap]H'enticeship jdan, and it is the 
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ambitian of the officers in this Local 
to have it installed here. 

In closing I would like to impress 
upon eveiy member the importance 
of repoiting to other locals when 
working in their jurisdiction. It 
probably would be to your advantage 
financially and if you will read Arti- 
cle XXV with emphasis on section 6 
of our I,R.E.W. Constitution, it will 
be realized that it is a sei'imis offense,

Let me 
state foi the record we do not mean 
to infer that we did not have a work 
stopTiage. We did on several occa- 
sions. We felt the contJ'actors were 
taking unfair advantage of the 
Brotherhood's traditional stand of 
“strike only,” (and in the Fourth 
iJistrict they do mean “only”) after 
all remedies provided have been faith- 
fully exhausted. We would have 
found it impossible to cope with the 
numerous and sundry items of dis- 
]uite that occurred during this t>roj- 
ect without the wonderful support, 
aid, assistance and guidance we re- 
ceived from all of our International 
Officers, A list of those whose as- 
sistance was and is invaluable reads 
like a “Who*s-Who” in the 
Past President I), W. Tracy; Piesi- 
dent J. Scott Milne; Joe Keenan, In- 
ternational Secretary, then %vith the 
Building Trades; our own Vice Presi- 
dent Gordon Freeman; “Curley” 
McMillian, International Executive 
Council; F. G. Werden, International 
Office; W, W. Robbins, International 
Office; and International Representa- 
tive Charles Goidel, Fourth District, 
to mention a few. Of the above men- 
tioned group.

equal and fair with all as to posi- 
tions of supervision, overtime, etc. 
We feel the record attests pretty well 
for itself inasmuch as over this four- 
year period only one case of internal 
strife was eanlcd beyond oui' Vice 
President. 

We also would like to herein state, 
without we tiust, disclosing any se- 
curity restrictions, that this project 
was completed some four to six 
months ahead of schedule at a sav- 
ings of some fifty million dollars to 
the American taxpayers, so in spite 
of the notorious publicity given us by 
some quarters, the I.B.E.W., an in- 
tegral part of the A. F. of L., always 
can build them bigger, better, faster 
and less expensive than anyone, any- 
where, anytime.

He lived in the village of New 
Halcm on the Sangamon near 
Springfield vvhcrc he worked as 
inill-hanfL clerked in stores, sr'rved 
as postmaKfer, deputy surveyor, 
and as a eaptain of vohinteeivs in 
the Black Hawk War, TTere he be- 
came engaged to Ann Rutledge, 
who died n year after the engage* 
mout, leaving Lincoln for a time 
flespondent . 

In 1S;U he was elected to the 
state legislature and was three 


time.s reelectiML Meanwhile, Lin* 
coin had studied Iinv Imoks and ap- 
plied liinisi^lf HO diligently tiuil in 
]R3fi he passed the Imr ami moved 
lo Springliehl to (\stai>lish a prac* 
tice, 

Fxcept for one term as a Pnited 
States rtejm*sentative ( tR47-4fi i 
Lincoln rcniained in Hpringfield 
for nearly 2o years irract icing law 
and becoming one of the leaders of 
the TlliimiH bar. It was here in 
Springfield that he met and mar- 
ried (in lH42i the brilliant and 
cultured Mary Todd, a Keutucky 
belle. Though there is s^mu* eon* 
troverHy on the subject, we believe 
Lincoln's married life was a 
liapjiy oiu', he and his wife det'ply 
loving eaeli other and their four 
boys, tlie **dear eodgers"' as Lin- 
eoiii liked to call thetn. 3lary Todd 
was a devoted wife who Imiked 
after her husband’s elntlies and 
meals la'cause he ne%mr thought to 
elmngc a collar nr c<viue to eat. and 
who get! jealous if her husband 
paid compliments to other wntiien. 
But outsiile of her wifely solieita- 
tious, she saw in lier husband [»er- 
liaps lK*fo]M» anyone else ifu* poten- 
tial greatness which was his. 

In his dehati'K with Dtiughis over 
slavery wliieli lirought him into 
national popularity, ^lary drew 
this eomtmrison l>ctween the t^vo 
men : 

Lincoln may nut he as 
hamlsonie a figure, Imt the jieoplc 
arc perhaps not aware that his 
heart is as large as Ids arms are 
long.’* 

And again she eomparetl them: 
*'Mr. Dmiglas is a very little, HitJe 
giant by the side of my tall Keii- 
tiickifin. and inttdleetually my hus- 
band tow(*rs above Douglas just as 
he does i^hysically/*

At the same time, Almdmm and 
Mary Lim-oln liaving lost one son 
before his fourth year, now in the 
midst of national tragedy experi- 
cneed tlm personal grief of losing 
iheir sou Willie, a boy of 12, 

As tlie war which Lineoln looked 
upon as a national punishmeiit for 
the national erime of slavery raged 
and battlefields ran red with 
blood. Lineoln issued the Emanci- 
pation Proelamation, dmiuary 
1863, freeing all negro slaves— onot^ 
eighth of tlie emmtry s |>o]m!ation. 
No more on American soil would 
ni(ui continue "'wringitig their 
breail from the swciit of other 
men s faces/' 

The end of the war was in sight 
as Lincoln delivered his Heeond tii* 
augural Addre.ss Marehd, ISfifi. Re- 
joicing at the impending return of 
peace with the riatiou preserved in 
unity, he spoke of the lime ahead 
ami begged the nation lo go for* 
ward: '*With malice toward nane; 
vfith charity for all." He saitL 
*‘let UK strive on to finish the work 
wc are in; to biml up the nation's 
wounds; to eaiT for him who shall 
liave Imrne the battle ami f*»r his 
widow, and his orphan — to do all 
which may achieve and cherish a 
just and lasting peace among our- 
selves, and witli all nations.” There 
was tione of the victor in Lincoln 
when Lee siirmidtUTd April fi. 

only eoni]>assion for all wlio 
had suffered. 

But five ilays later, dolm AVilkes 
Btioth entered the Liiieolns' hox in 
Ford’s theater, look careful aim 
and fired. With that shot passed 
Lincoln nml the bitter days of re- 
const met ion were Imrn. 

Carried to a little rooming house 
across the street from the theater, 
Lineoln lingered in an iineon.seions 
state, walehed over by ^irs.
